A SIDE-SLIP 

Thursday's slump in wheat prices had 
no relation to the fundamental factors 
which fix the value of that grain. It was 
due neither to an over-night increase in 
the world's supply, nor to a summary de- 
cisiam on the part of wheat-eaters to eat 
something else. 

There was no more wheat in the world 
on Friday than on Wednesday, and no 
fewer wheat-eaters. Thursday's price- 
slaughter was a side-effect of the land- 
slide in stock prices which occurred the 
day before. Chicago holders, cleaned out 
in the avalanche of stock values, threw 
their wheat onto the market because they 
had to, not because they wanted to, 

Whether the wheat pool and the pri- 
vate dealers are wise or unwise in holding 
the Canadian crop for higher prices, no in- 
dication is to be gathered from Thurs- 
day’s proceedings. ‘The one sure infer- 
ence from this is that after all the talk 
about eliminating speculation from the 
wheat market nobody has yet found out 
how to do it. 


REAL ECONOMY IN ORDER 


If Edmonton is to keep step with its 
contemporaries and with its own ex- 
panding opportunities, its council next 
year will have to have a correct concep- 
tion of economy—as distinguished from 
parsimony. 

Parsimony consists in refusing to 
spend money. A council of incapables can 
do that, quite as well as any. Neither ex- 
perience nor business capacity count for 
anything in a body whose standing func- 
tion is to hang onto dollars, Bulldog tena- 
city—or mulish obstinacy-—is the one tal- 
ent required in such circumstances, 

Economy consists in making the best 
use of the money that is available. For 
that, business capacity and experience are 
invaluable qualifications. To know where 
to spend, and how to spend, so as to pro- 
duce the most important results, is the 
essential for soundly economic adminis- 
tration. “ 

Next year will have to be a spending 
vear, not a year of refusal to spend, That 
8, on the assumption that Edmonton is to 
continue to provide itself with the facili- 
‘es and the appearance of a progressive 
centre of a rapidly progressing district. 
This simply cannot be done without spend- 
ing money. 

In all probability the capital expendi- 
ture of the city will have to run substan- 
tially more than that of the present year. 
There is a subway to be built, and other 
unusual items to be added to the regular 
instalment of street and other improve- 
ment, which must be expected to bring the 
total up to a sum fairly in excess of that 
of this year. 

The costs of police and fire protection, 


and other services, cannot well be less 
than those of the present year. It is rea 
sonable to suppose that the larger popu 


lation to be provided for will demand a 


brother- | 


somewhat heavier outlay on most of the 
items which go to make up the current 
expenses of the community. 

In the background is the experience 
that Edmonton has had in getting its fi- 
nances extricated from the tangle in 
which they were left by over-expenditure 
and unwise expenditure in pre-war days. 
That experience is surely vivid enough to 
inspire the taxpayers to see that the men

facturers of the alum and phosphate 
powders claim that the cream of tar-

It is undoubledly true that the use 
of any of the present day baking pow- 
ders introduces into the alimentary 
tract a residue of different kinds of 
saline catharties, In my opinion, the 
use of a reasonable amount of bak- 
ing powder of any make ts not injur- 
jous to any great extent So many 
palatable and nutytious foods can be 


prepared with the use of small 
amounts of baking powder that it 
keeps our ‘ot far more interesting 


and in this way we use good foods 
which we otherwise might avoid, 
The public is fairly well protected 
by the Pure Pood Laws against the 
manufacturers who for commercial 
easons alone would use injurious in- 
nis in making baking powder 
Those who are following the advice 
in these articles know that I recom- 
mend the use of whole wheat flour in 
making bread, biscults, muffins, waf- 
fles, pancakés, etc, It ts very diffi- 
cult to make any of these articles of 
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The latter baking powder is 


food without using a small amount of 
baking powder to create a lightness 
which comes from the generation of 
the carbon dioxide gas, My readers 
will find that they can make a very 
tasty pancake or waffle through mak- 
ing a batier of wholewheat flour, eggs, 
and milk and adding a small amount 
of baking powder, The action of the 


| baking powder and egg will be suffl- 


clent to puff up the wholewheat 
enough so that it can be thoroughly 
cooked through. Such pancakes or 
waffles should be made without grease 
being used, If the finely pulverized 
stone ground wholewheat flour ts 
used, the waffle or pancake can be 
made Just as light as made with white 
flour, but do not try to make them 
without using @ little baking powder,

For centuries pilgrims flocked to 
I-Columbkille, “the Isle of Columba’s 
Cell,” from every part of western Bu- 
rope. Kings and princes coveted the | 
privilege and burial there, and no-| 
where could the ambitious student or 
oepiring devotee hope for more oppor- | 
iunities for the acquisition of learn- | 
ing and holiness, 

r 200 years the peaceful spiritual 
splendor of this great abode of all the 
virtues was undimmed; but then be- 
in the terrible devasiations of the 
«rim pirates who swarmed from the 
scandinavian ports. Over and over 
sgain the churches and monastery 
vulldings of Iona were burned, and 
the holy religious expelled or mass- 
acred, 

In the midst of these horrors the 
Columbian order finally disappeared; 
but In the eleventh ‘century a colony 
of Cluniac monks re-established the 
Tolia monastery, St. Margaret of | 
Scotland, the devout queen of Mai- 
com Canmore, then rebuilt 6t, Colum- 
ba's little church, which she dedicat- 
ed to St, Odhrain, the most celebrated 
of his companions, and the first of 
them to die upon the island, 

This chapel is still standing, and} 
near jt ‘6 the ancient burying ground 
in which lie no less than 48 kings of 
Scotland, four of Ireland, and eight 
of Norway 

The large abbatial church was built 
in the twelfth century, end after- 
wards became the cathedral of the 
bishop of the Isles, and so remained 
down to the sixteenth century when 
the island was devastated by the Cal- 
vinists, From that day to this it 
been in ruins, lke all the smaller re- 
pain edifices on the island.

The boss man- 
ager Was a New York gambler, What 
chance did Max have? Well, he went 
back to Germany, didn't he? OGam- 
polo also, acording to his complaint 
io the boxing commissioners in New 
York when he was on the point of 
buying a ticket back to the Argen- 
tine, was that his manager Was an 
expert acountant jn the matter of 
fixing the expense bill—so Campolu 
didn't do as well as he expected ww. 
Modern fighters are educated, They 
can read the newspapers, Campole 
read the amount that Was supposed to 
be his end of the purse for [iglting 
Phi] Scott—and what he got didn't 
even remind him of it.

Word Was His Law 
Tom O'Rourke was @ fine example 
of the old time manager. Oh, Tom 
was an angel. He was a tough egg in 
some respects. “But his word Was his 


law, and he never broke it, ‘Tommy 
West, who fourht several times for 
O'Rourke when O'Rourke was pro- 


moting fights, once told me he never 
had «a written line in dealing with 
O'Rourke. The promoter, wh> man- 
aged Joe Walcott, would say to West: 
“Tommy, Vill give you so much to 
fight Walcott, on such a date.” ‘That 
suits me” West would reply, and go 
into training, After the fight, whe- 
ther West won or lost, even when he 
beat Walcott, as he did #a coup's of 
times, O'Rourke handed West exactly 
what he had agreed to pay him, Other 
fighters had the same experience with 
O'Rourke He kept his agreements 

Perhaps that was one reason why 
Tom O'Rourke fighters would tight for 
him until they dropped, Or per- 
haps it was because he was a grim- 
ly dominant boss whase orders must 
be obeyed. He was that too, at times 
O'Rourke made world's champlons of 
George Dixon, known somewhat af- 
fectionately by a fight following pub- 
lle is “Little Chocolate,” and of Jor 
Walcott, who had a variety of nick- 
names. Joe was five feet one ineh 
tall,, a welterweight, and had a sixteen 
inch biceps-—two of them An arm 
bigger than that of Dempsey. Some 
battering ram.

He saw Dixon's posstpilities 
and developed him into the greatest 
little fightin machine of the age 
Dixon won the bantamweight and the 
featherweight world champlonships, 
and he was a champion, and tnvinc- 
ible, excepy when Ben Jordan of 
England borrowed the featherweight 
title from him for a few months, for 
ten long years. At the end of thal 
time Terry McGovern, “Terrible Ter- 
ry,” a white marvel, knocked Dixoy 
oub and pul him among the has- 
| beens with a terrific eight round 
heating. This almost broke O'Rourke's 
heart. He thought a lot of Dixon, 
When George lay there on his stom- 
ach, at the last knockdown, and rolled 
his eyes appealingly around to 
‘Rourke, Tom threw in the sponge, 
nd he didn't often toss a sponge. 
Tom brought Joe Walcott up to the 
Welterweight champtlorehip, but he 
ho objections to matching Walcott 
againsh heavyweights.

USELESS FITTINGS 


Second Machine Unused as 
Driver Was Conducting 
Ambulance 


JURY ADDS RIDER 


Council Urged “To Make 
Brigade Efficient After 
Tragic Outbreak 


“From the point of view of fire 
fisks, I should have condemned the 
premises absolutely as not safe for 
the number of people who were 
there,"" 

This atatement, made by Chief Of- 
ficer Tozer, of the Birmingham Fire 
Brigade, was one of the many re- 
markable allegations at the resumed 
inquest on the 11 victims of the 
Smethwick tenement fire. 

Tt was also alleged that there had 
heen lack of proper care in seeing 
that the local fire brigade was prop- 
erly equipped, 

The jury returned a verdict that 
death was due to suffocation from 
noxious fumes, and recommended 
that the local authorities should be 
responsible in future for the effici- 
ency of the fire brigade, } 

An electrician sald he found a wire! 
had fused in the theatre building ad- 
joining the house, There was a par- | 
titlon made of matehboarda, filled 
with sawdust. 
ELECTRIC FLAME, 

¥, M, Lee, another engineer, said 
the electric light supply to the back 
room on the ground floor was by a 
lead-covered wite running back to the 
main switch in the theatre, When 
he examined the premises several 
days afterwards the switch was still 
on, proving that the house was 
“alive wen the fire broke out, 

The corrosion of the lead sheath- 
ing started the trouble, possibly some 
time ago, causing a small spark, at 
first, and eventually an electric flame 
large enough to fire the timber. 

Chiet Officer Arnold, of Smeth- 
wick Fire Brigade, said they turned 
out with one engine only, The other 
Was not used, as the driver was en- 
agged jn driving the ambulance which 
took the injured people to hospital. 
WRONG FITTINGS, 

They used a jet from the street, 
and {t was not possible to use the 
engine as the standpipe would not fit 
the hydrant. There were two stan- 
dard hyrant fittings, but, by some 
mischance, both fittings on the en- 
gine were wrong. 

He did not send men to the sta. 
tion for the other connections, nor 
did he think of sending anyone else, 
He tried to get the fire engine into 
use from a tank nearby, but they 
could not lift the lid off. The tank 
had not been examined for 12 months, 

The borough fire engine never got 
into use, but a private firm's engine 
got water from the cana), 

Coroner: ‘'Do you agree that it 
was not very satisfactory to xo out 
with hydrant fittings whieh would not 
fit?’—"Jes, bul it was not my 
fault.”” 

The coroner, in his summing-up, 
eaid it was due to the fire brigade 
to say that no default or delay on 
fet part caused any further loss of 
life,

THEBURTON,—A captured Ger- 
man machine gun, ugly and rusty, is 
dividing the pretty Suffolk village of 
Theberton, near Saxmundham, into 
two camps, 

The gun stands at the base of the 
village war memorial, a gleaming white 
cross, below which are inscribed the 
namos of Theberton's 18 dead, 

“That gun ought to be removed,” 
said a prominent villager, ‘We don't 
want to be reminded of that sort of 
thing.” . 

Theberton feels keenly on the ques- 
tlon for a special reason, On June 
17, 1917, Captain London Pierce Wat- 
kin, M.C, of the Canadian Army and 
the 387th Squadron, R.F.C, who was 
killed in action in France about a year 
later, brought down the German Zep- 
pelin L48 in a field near the village. 


TENDED GRAVES 

On board the L48, which was under 
the command of Kapitan-Leutnant 
Eichler, was Korvetten-Kapitan Vik- 
tor Schutze, commanding the German 
naval airship service. 

These two officers, with 14 of their 
crew, lie buried together in carefully- 
rented graves in the adjoining church- 
yard, 

Each has his own headstone, inserib- 
ed in German lettering. And upon a 
white board running the length of 
thelr graveyard space is the following 
quotation, from Romans, XIV. 4. 

“Who art thou that judgest another 
man's servant? To his own Master 
he atandeth or falleth.” 

This quotation, it is felt, expressed 
the spirit of Theberton when the Ger- 
man airmen were buried, The war 
was still on thon, Now that the war 
is over, and the kinsfolk of the dead 
German airmen have visited thelr 
dead, it is felt that conditions are 
changed, that the gun mars the white 
nobility of Theberton’s own war mem- 
orial, and the peace of her ancient 
church, 

The suggestion to remove the gun 

rould have been made before, But 
the gun also has a special history, 
- It was granted to the parish in re- 


| cognition of the award of the Victoria 


Cross to Theberton'a most herole son, 
the late Colonel Charles Hotham Mon- 
tagu Doughty-Wylle, of the Royal 
Welsh Fusiliers, 

While serving with Headquarters 
Staff at Gallipoli Colonel Doughty- 
Wyllie won the cross and lost his life, 

He stormed a critical position at the 
landing at V Beach, Sedd-el-Balir, 
and saved the day from complete dis- 
aster, 

Had he lived, Colonel) Dovyghty- 
Wylie would have been Lord of the 
Manor, But to-day, Theberton Hall, 
a pleasant early Victoria mansion, is 
up for sale, 

So, although the machine-gun grows 
rustier and more ugly year by year, 
only a few volces in Theberton have 
yet been raised against that grim re- 
minder of war,
